poor to attend the synagogue by personal canvass, 

These would certainly have the greatest influence over the absentees, as they 
ho'd the puree strings, and might stimulate frequent attendances by offers of 
inducement in the shape of clothing and breakfast. Their excuses might take 
another shape. Perhaps amongst the reasons given might be oneto the effect 
that divine service commences too early both in Summer and Winter, and another 
that it occupies too long a time. A lecture at the Exst Ead, therefore, except at rare 
intervals, would only serve, in my Opinion, to decrease the attendance. 

The allusion to Repairs Furds reminds me that it cannot be applied, except to 
the repair of Bevis Marks Synagogue, without the consent of the Charity Commis. 
sioners, and these people may have to be called in about other items, 

I cannot believe for a moment, that such a wanton act as the pulling down of 
the Bevis Marks Synagogue will ever be agreed to by a majority. If it is, and 
there is an infiuential minority, important and numerous secessions are sure to 
occur. I will subscribe a handsome sam towards preserving it for a free synagogue 
for the hnndreds of Jews who reside close by. 

Why not turround the synagogue with dwellings for our poor, instead of ware- 
houses? Let them be let at a price to pay 3 percent, annual interest only. The 
industrious poor would soon materially benefit their condition by having cheap 
rooms near to their places of employment and place of worship, fitted up as regards 
sanitary arrangements exactly like the Peabody and Waterlow habitations, 

Then there would be an end of a'l the overcrowdiag, > injurious not only to 
their health, but to those of others, as they are the cause of bad fevers, 

I cannot do better, after announcing that the fraits of m7 opposition against 
the attempted act of Vandalism will soon be seen, than conclude for the present, 
reserving the question of special legacies and other important topics.

THE PREPARATION OF MOTZOS IN. POLAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE-“ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1k,—In the last number of the Jewish Chronicle I read a letter signed “ A 
Pole,” challenging the truth of the statements I gave as an eye-witness, concerniny 
the preparation of the ‘‘ Mazath Mizva,” and pretending, moreover, that in Poland 
they prepare the “ Mazath-Shemoura” exactly in the same way as they do in 
England, I am sorry the writer did not reveal his name and address, as [ would 
have invited him, this being just the right time for it, as we are so near to Easter, to 
visit the Beth Hammedrash of any town in Volbynia, Podolia, and Oukraina,where he 
would find the ceiling covered with hanging small sacks containing flour destined for 
the “‘ Mazath Mizva,”’ which flour had not been only not touched but not even looked 
at by any non-Jewish persons. Besides, the writer seems to ignore section 455 and 
460 of the Schulchan Aruch which distinetly prohibited any work connected with 
the preparation of ‘‘ Mozath-Mizva” being performed by non-Jews, Ocherwise he 
would not have dared to accuse the rabbis and Chazidim of Poland of transgressing 
a distinct provision of the Schu/chan Arvch, At the same time I leg leave to makes 
the following observations with reference to your own remarks on my work ; 

1. You are inclined to think that it is rather the Hagada Service and the wine 
on the first two nights, which provoke suspicion, than the secret preparations of the 
Mazoth. ButI beg you to consider that I write only as far as my personal expe- 
rience reaches, having mostly in view Russian readers, who all know that the Jews 
are suspected of bakiug the Mazoth with Christian blood, 

2. You object, Sir, to the foundation of a Schulchin Aruch by government 
interference. So do I, as it may be seen from page lt of my pamphlet, and I 
conceived this scheme, nut by inclination, but through necessity, kaowing as I do 
the character of our people in Russia, of which I will give the followiny instance.

As the result of the ballot, which closed at 12 o'clock, the fifteen retiring mem- 
hore of the Board were re-elected. The scrutineers were Mr. Stephen S, Hyam and 

S, Boas. 
The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the Annual, Report said : At these 
annual mectings it has been my privilege to make some statem nt to the general 
contributors Lo this Board as to the work of the Board and its Committees during 
the previous year, and if on ordinary occasions such a statement has been neces- 
cary, it is especially necessary at the present juncture of the Board's history, because 
all who are engaved in the administration of communal work dealing with elee- 
mosynary charity, and all who are interé sted in the future prospects of the Board, 
know that the past vear has been a most anxious one. I do not wish t» convey the 
idea that there has been any especial or marked distress amongst our poor, or that 
there has been any severe epidemic which has unduly strained their resources, 
or that there has been any exceptional depression in trade—except such 
as took place towards the end of last year, but we have had two dangers to 
face which threatened to be fraught with much anxiety. These two dang ra 
were, firstly, leet the charitab'e feeling evoked ia the community towards 
the Jews of Russia might act to too great an extent as a temptation to poor 
Jews to flock here without resources of their own, and without the remotest chance 
of obt ining employment, The second danger was very different. but more 
perilous, perhaps, to the future prospects of this Board. The distress of Russian 
Jews. as | have said, had moved our community with a tenderness which might be 


fraught with immediate miechief, the indirect danger being lest the purse- 
strings of the community being so liberally opened to meet the demand made upon 


them.the resources of this Board micht suffer in consequence. I hope that the first 
danger bas been averted, by the exercise of considerable vigilance, and by the prompt 
and energetic measures taken at the time by the Joint Committee of your Board 
apd of the Mansion House Fund, and I may say that whatever be the ultimate con- 
sequences of the liberality shown towards foreign immigrants, up to the present time 
there has been no undue consequent pressure on the resources of this Board. 
(Hear, bear,) Of the second danger I shall have to speak more fully and emphati- 
cally. The first danger had to be encountered in the summer time, but the 
second danger, which some of us hoped might not actually arise, we have to 
encounter ia the winter and.present time. But before dealing more minutely 
with this subject let me tay that what affected the members of the Board 
even more than these present and prospective dangers was the loss we sustained 
in the death of our Founder and first President, Mr.-Ephraim Alex. In public life, 
after a lapse of four or five and twenty years, I believe that the ties of affection that 
bind man to man, if not so close are not less strong than in private life, and I 
should be doing a wrong to every gentleman who sits arouud this Board if I did not 
say thatin Mr. Alex each and all have lost an esteemed and valued friend whom they 
all regarded with affection. (Applause.) Looking over the Annual Report for 1870, 
the year in which Mr. Alex resigned the Presidency of this Board I find a refer- 
ence to him and to his services, every word of which is as true now as when 
penned, I feelthatI should be wanting in my duty this morning if I had not in 
a few words expressed our deep sense at the lors which we and you have eustained, 
and althouch the memory of the man will for ever ba perpetuated in his deeds, yet 
the members of the Board have resolved autwardly to mark their esteem and affection 
for him by placing a monument over his grave, and the stone will be dedicated 
next Sunday. (Applause.) Passing from this mournful theme to the work 
which we have in hand, it seems to me that my address naturally

In the notice which appeared of our 
Report in the Jews Chronicle I findthis passage to wnich I must here take excep- 
tion : * The inspiration of the President, Me Lione! L. Cohen. is apparent throazh- 
out the Report. There is not adepartment in which the impress of his active mind 
cannot be traced.” (rear, hear.) Now, gentlemen, | am placed here by your 
kindness, but if what is stated in the passage which I have just read were true, 
you certainly wouid not see me here occupying the position of your President. It 
is not true that this great institution at ail depends on the work of one individual. 
I know the evils of centralisation too well to desire to centralise the charitable, 
the eleemosynary work of the commu: ity as bearing the impress of one mind. 
But do not let me be misunderstood. I do not mean that a person holding the 
position which L have the honvar to hold should not keep his eye on the work 0? 
the Various committees, that he should not he accessible to remonstrance and 
complaint on behalf of the poor when such complaints are well founded, that he 
should not overlook and check, if need be, the otticials of tae inssitation ; what [ 
say is that there must always be great play and great independence of action 
amongst the members and the various committees, and by that very freedom you 
will produce harmonious action, without that harmony being dependent on the 
will of any individual, however desirous he might be of serving the community. 
And not only is this the ‘case, but anyone fortunate enough to hold my 
position must be greatly assisted by the gentlemen placed around him, not 
as subordinate oflicers, but as colleagaes; and you will see in the work 
presented to-day by the Honorary Secretary on my right (Mr. Lionel L. 
Alexander) who has only just entered on his duties, but who has already won 
his spurs, that a large amount of labour that ordinariiy falls on tie shoulders 
of the President is not thrown on me. (llear, hear) I think you all agree 
that independent action without undue centralisatioa has been kept in view by 
those who have had the principal control of the affairs of this iustitution, I do not 
propose to trouble you at any great length with the statistics presented to you ia 
the report, because were I to do so it would be necessary to go exhaustively 
through the report itself, for one part is so interwoven with the other. But speaking 
generally, | may say that the great feature of the report is the increase in the 
number of cases for relief during the year, an increase which, however it may 
in the future prove a source of embarrassment, dogs not now call for auy grave 
feelings of apprehension, as it almost exclusively arozo from the immigration 
during the past year. ‘Tbisisshown in page 9 of the report where 15 Is stated 
that there isa decrease of 105 in the old cases, andalsoa decrease of 48 new cases 
amongst Dative poor and foreicners resident here for seven years and upwards, but 
there is a vreat increase in the new cases amongst foreigners arriving duriug the year. 
Of these new cases S20 cases came from Russia end Poland, and we must 
therefure hope that this increase was due entirely to exceptional circumstances. [

Two hundred and thirteen  fixag 
allowances were made last year, 6Ll persons were assisted to leave London and 
out of that mumber 451 returned to their own countries, and 169 were 
emigrants in the proper sense of the word. If I had wantel a fac 
to emphasise what I have previously said I should find it in this part 
of the report, viz, in the fact that three-fourths of thos? assistel to leave 
London returned to their own homes, If going from Russia or Polani, or from 
some other part of the Vontinent to Eng!and aud back, is to persons io good circum. 
stancesa very pleasant recreation, thereisatany rate nothing very pleasant orprofitable 
in the privations which these poor peop’e haye to pass through, simply to fi.d them- 
selves at the end just where they were before Itis impossiole but to feel that ia 
such ca:es a little severity is actually the very best kind of charity; if we 
can deter such persons from making excursions to England it will be 
all the better for them and all the better for us. It is satisfactory to fiad that 
there are less cases of imposition recorded, and that there is no iucrease in the 
number of desertions, There is no change in the classification of the trades of 
persons relieved, As I have said, the cost per head of those relieved is less than in 
any previous yéar except 1879 ; bat it is nos necessary that I should stand here ani 
hold up for your special approval the fact that we spend less money, for | kuow you 
would say “ give as freely as you can.” I oaly waat to show that we have limited the 
grants as far as we could to those persons who only applied for casual reief. Ia 
rome cases, however, we have made sufstantial geants of £20 and £30. aad very 
large sums have in addition ‘been applied to the specific individuals for 
whom they were given by generous people. Over these sums we have no control, 
except to see that they are distributed cmongst deserving recipients. I-Low come 
to the work of the Board, so far as it is administered by the Committees. 3.) 
persons received loans from the Loan Committee during the year, and of 
that number I do not think that fifty applied for any otner relief at all. 
Relief by loan is a beneficent form of assistance. Those wh») receive ioan: repay 
them, and they ask for littie else in the furm of charity. (Hear, hear). The 
total sum lent vy the »oard to the end of the year was £13.679, and the repaymen's 
have been £12,192, and our losses on the waole of the transactions have not beed 
more thau 3 per cent, (Hear, hear), I now com: to the Industrial Com nibtee, 
which originally started with the view of lending sewing machines, but owing to tae 
facilities now offered by makers the Commitiee turued its attention to the loaa of 
toois aud to apprenticing boys and girls; 105 boys were apprenticed during the yeat— 
not much has as yet been done in apprenticing yirls. Al:ogether 213 boys have been 
apprenticed tu 63 different trades, which shows the wide range tak-n by the Cm 
mittee, This, however, is an expensive business. The Jewish poor are very slow 
to receive new imprersions, but, as the report says: ‘* The poor are likely to bs

The difference of opinion disclosed in 
this quaint discussion has survived ; it corresponds very closely with the 
‘divergence of views respecting Sermons and Preachers which prevails amongst 
us at the present moment, On the one side are ranged the modern represen- 
tatives of Akipa and his admirers—the preachers and the Sermon-loyers ; on 
the other are arrayed a motley band made up of all sorts and conditions of 
Pulpit-haters, from those who merely grudge the’time of which the preacher 
robs them to those who see in sermons nothing but an unmitigated evil against 
which it is their duty to declare war to the knife. That the Pulpit is not the 
power it ought to be is at least as freely admitted as it was in the age to 
Which the above-quoted conversation belongs. But again various reasons 
are alleged in explanation of the fact, according as those who allege them are 
iriends or foes of the institution concerned. On the one hand it is urged 
that the fault lies with the preachers, who do not know how to preach—at any 
rate to preach well and often; on the other hand it is contended that the 
blame attaches to the hearers, who will not listen, or at least will not listen so 
as to profit. To make the parallel complete there is yet another feeling pre- 
valent. Not only is it thought that the average sermon is too poor to com- 
mand respect, but there is a widely-extended opinion that no special respect 
: ~ to the preacher because he is a preacher, If a man_ has a desire to 
deliver a discourse, he may do so at his own risk. There is no obligation, it 
is believed, on those he addresses to receive his words as those of a teacher. 
Criticism he shall certainly have, for to criticize is the hearers’ prerogative ; but 
the sense ol being instructed and uplifted is quiteanother thing. Itis not impo-- 
sible that such aresult may follow ; but it will be quite exceptional if it does, and 
the preacher may, in that case, think himself very well off. Who ean doubt 
that such is the mental attitude towards the Pulpit of many orthodox persons?

STUDIES IN JEWISH STATISTICS.

We may 
now proceed to examine: more closely the causes for the large pre- 
dominance of the lower and pauper classes. The larger numbers taken from 
the Keport of the Board ot Guardians scarcely require verification. But the 
gratuitous distributions of mafsoth (Passover cakes) show that the number of 
poor is rather above than below the numberthere given. ‘The Overseers of the 
Poor of the United Synagogue reckoned in 1882 that they had distributed 
matsoth te 2,£00 families or abont TO,000 individuals. If we adopt a 
stati:tical canon, which I venture to formulate, ‘‘ round numbers are always 
above, detinite figures always below reality ;” these figares completely 
confirm the 2,115 cases with 7,911 individuals given by the Board of 
Guardians for 1ss1. But that institution gives far more knowledge ot the 
state of the Jewish poor of London than is contained in these figures, 
and I shall devote the remainder of these remarks to a consideration 
of its statistics. This is the more incumbent upon us as we are placed 
in full possession of the main facts of London Jewish pauperism by the 
rich fund of statistics annually compiled by the Board of Guardians. 
That institution has admirably tulfided the desire expressed by its founder, 
the late Mr. Alex, in his original circv'ar dated 16th February, "18 59— 
“te aust b2 put in possession of the statistics of poverty” (the italics are 
his). From the details given in its reports from 1869 (when the present 
method of compilation was in full working order) to 1881, I have compiled 
those figures which convey information of more general interest, omitting 
the detaiis connected with the internal working ot the Board, as well as the 
Very interesting reports of its medical officers from 1862 to 187s, the 
information conveyed in which I must reserve for a future occasion.

The only criticism which a statistician can make on the compilations of the 
Board is that cases have been selected for the units rather than individua!s.

most of the foreign peor” (Report for 186). Bateleven years later thi 25 
had changed, and “the poor Jews in England are now almost exclusively 
recruited from Poland,” stays the Report for 1872. It hae dconbtless been 
due to the cheapening of the fares from the Continent that thisis so, Ger. 
man Jews have quite got into the habit of “passingon” their Polish poor 
to iengiand, the change 1) itclimen t) Poles is by no '}@ans an unfor.

administered as they now are, and whetherif any new system of administration 
were introduced it might not interfere with the antonomy of cach of the constituent 
synagogues to a greater extent than their members would at present desire.

The adjourned meeting of the members of the Melbourne Hebrew Congrega- 
tion im re card to the vacant position of minister to the congregation was held on 
the 24th ult.. when, after a long disctssion, the report and recommendations of 
the committee, to which reference was made in my last letter, were adopted. The 
gentlemen whose applications for the position are deemed suitable, are the Rev. 
D. Fav. the Rev. B. Berliner and the Rev. Isidore Simon, and the final selection of 
Onn of these gentlemen is to be left to the Rev. the Chief Rabin, in conjunction 
with a Board of gentlemen in Londen conversant with the wants of the congre- 
gation. At the date of my last letter the application of the Rev. Lb. Berliner Wiis 
by cablegram only, but since then his written application, accompanied thy test- 
moniale and a lett r of recommendation from Ir. Adler, has been received, and 
public opinion seems to be rather in Mr. Berliner’s favour, (Mr. Berliner has 
since withdrawn his application —Ed.] It is, however, sincerely to be hoped that the 
Board of Selection will choose a gentleman who will command respeet and obe- 
dience and that the gentleman chosen will be fully impressed with the arduous 
nature of his duties, especially in regard to instilling into the vounger members 


of our community a greater love and respect for our holy faith and its observances 
than they at present possess, : 

A special genéral meeting of the members and seatholders. of the Ballarat 
Hebrew Congregation was held on the 31st ult., for the purpose of presenting a 
testimonial to Mr. Simon Cohen, the past-President of the congregation.

President. Mr. Cohen acknowledged in appropriate terms the pleasure he felt in 
reece i Inge the testimonial. The meeting was convened at the private residence of 
Mr. Flegeltaub, who provided a dejeuner for the occasion, 

Mr. Henry E. Cohen, Barrister-at-Law, of Sydney, has been appointed 
Minister of Justice in the new Government of New South Wales, Mr. Cohen had 
held office in a previous Ministry as Colonial Treasurer, and was also for a period 
of twelve months acting District Court Judge. Without exception Mr. Cohen is 
one of the most popular men in New South Wales and has, by his talents, risen to 
a high and honorable position in thie Colony. 

The following of our young coreligionists have passed the late Matriculation 
Examination at the University of Melbourne :—Edward Cohen, Perey Ernest 
Davis, Maurice Goldsmith, Edward Bernard Levy, Caroline Marks and’ Louis

The articles and letters which have lately appeared in the columns of. the 
Jewish Chronicle in reference to the holding of a Jewish Synod have attracted a 
good deal of attention here, and our local paper, the Jewish Herald tn its last 
issue had a sub-leader on the subject. The Jewish Herald is of opinion that in 
matters of religion some change for the better is highly desirable, and that it is 
unreasonable to SUP pose that such a change could be effected by the unaided 
efforts of the ministers. A Synod, composed of clerical and lay elements, is 
therefore advocated, at. which every properly constituted congregation should be 
represented and thus uniformity would be achieved. “ Let it, however,” says the 
Herald, * not be understood that we advocate the holding of a Synod merely for 
the purpose of suggesting reforms and modificdtions in our ritual and other reli- 
gious observances. Fur from it. No Synod is required to break down ancient 
landmarks, but rather to build up, to preserve, to infuse fresh life into withered 
branches. Means must be suggested by which those members who, misled by the 
spirit of worldliness, have become strangers to an observant Jewish life, may be 
brought back and awakened to a sense of the spiritual beauties of our faith. In 
one word, weapons must be provided wherewith we might successfully fight the 
Inost potent of all foes arrayed in opposition to the influence of relicion, v1Z.. 
indifferent worldliness. Let this be done either by a careful cultivation of an 
appropriate literature or by providing additional and improved pulpit instruction, 
or by the establishing of higher classes for religious knowledge.” | It will be seen 
from the words above quoted thatthe Jewish Herald drifts away from the main 
idea of the articles in the Chronicle—the abolishing of unnecessary observances 


and forms, and the adaptation of necessary forms and ceremonies to modern ideas 
and times. There are many in the Colonies who agree with you that Judaism is 
drifting into a very dangerous condition, and that something must be done to keep 
us united in regard to the strict observances of our religious duties. The thanks 
of the Jewish community throughout the Empire are due to the Jewish Chronicle 
for bringing this question so prominently forward, and it is to be hoped that, now 
the matter has been so far made public, the leading men of our faith will take 
action and that good results will follow. The Jews of Australia will see that they 
are represented, in whatever manner the movement in England comes to an issue, 
and they will only be too delighted to co-operate with their home brethren in 
promoting the best interests of Judaisin. 

SALMis, Persia.—We are informed that Chanucah ben Yechezkel, of Salis, 
in Persia, is making a tour through Europe, and is collecting money for purposes 
Which he alleges to be of a charitable character. Although he is supplied with 
documents in support of his it ix most undesirable to encourave the 
trade of Sheluchim. Chanucah ben Yechezkel visited London in. 1874, when he 
complained to the Anglo-Jewish Association that through the violence and fraud 
of Mahommedan neighbours, he had been deprived of a portion of his property. 
Through private charity he was then helped to return to his native country. On 
his return from London, and during his visit to various Continental capitals, he 
continued to make applications for charitable aid. After his return to Salmis 
other natives of Persia adopted the same course of appeal, and made reference to 
the success attained by Chanucah ben Yechezkel. Such a man does not appear, 
under the best of circumstances, to be the right person for the collection of 
relief required by his destitute Jewish countrymen, and the closest inquiries 


should be set on foot into the allegations contained in the papers of the Persian

MELBOURNE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
MELFO'RNE JAN. 17TH 1883. 

The adjourned meeting of the members of the Melbourne Hebrew Congrega- 
tion In rr card to the vacant position of minister to the congregation was held on 
the 24th ult., when, after a long discussion, the report and recommendations of 
the « ommiittee, to which reference was made in my last letter, were adopted. Phe 
gentlemen whose applications for the position are deemed suitable, are the Rev. 
D. Fav. the Rev. B. Berliner and the Rev. Isidore Simon, and the final selection of 
one of these gentlemen is to be left to the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, in conjunction 
with a Board of gentlemen in London conversant with the wants of the congre- 
gation. At the date of my last letter the application of the Rey. B. Berliner was 
hy cablegram only, but since then his written application, accompanied ‘by testi- 
uonials anid il letter of recommendation from Dr. Adler, has been received, and 
public opinion-seems to be rather in Mr. Berliner’s favour. [Mr. Berliner has 
since withdrawn his application.—Ed.] It is, however, sincerely to be hoped that the 
Board of Selection will choose a gentleman who will command respect and obe- 
dience and that the centlenmman chosen will be fully impressed with the arduous 
nature of his duties, especially in regard to instilling into the vounger members 


of our community a greater love and respect for our holy faith and its observances 
than they at present possess. 

A special general mecting of the members and sceatholders of the Ballarat 
Hebrew Congregation was held on the 31st ult., for the purpose of presenting a 
testimonial to Mr. Sinion Cohen, the past-President of the congregation. The 
presentation was nade ly Mr. W. Flegeltanb, the President, who referred to the 
valuable assistance Mr. Cohen had rendered to the congregation during his resi- 
dence in Ballarat, and particularly during the four years he had held office as 
Presid: nt. Mr. (Cohen acknowledged in appropriate terms the pleasure he felt in 
receiving the testimonial. The meeting was convened at the private residence of 
Mr. Flegeltaub, who provided a dejeuner for the occasion. 

Mr. Henry E. Cohen, Barrister-at-Law, of Sydney, has been appointed 
Minister of Justice in the new Government of New South Wales. Mr. Cohen had 
held office in a previous Ministry as Treasurer, and was also-for a period 
of twelve months acting District Court Judge. Without exception .Mr. Cohen is 
one of the most popular men in New South Wales and has, by his talents, risen to 
a high and honorable position in the Colony. 

The following of our young coreligionists have passed the late Matriculation 
Examination at the University of Melbourne -—Edward Cohen, Perey Ernest 
Davis, Maurice Goldsmith, Edward Bernard Levy, Caroline Marks and Louis 
Waxman. 

The articles and letters which have lately appeared in the columns of the 
Jewish Chronicle in reference to the holding of a Jewish Synod have attracted a 
rood deal of attention he re, arta our local prrper, the Jewish Herald int its last 
issue had a sub-leader on the subject. The Jewish Herald is of opinion that in 
matters of religion some change for the better is highly desirable, and that it is 
unreasonable to SUP pose that such al change could he effected by the unaided 
efforts of the ministers. A Synod, composed of clerical and lay elements, is 
therefore advocated, at which every properly constituted congregation should: be 
represented and thus uniformity would be achieved. “ Let it, however,” says the 
Herald, * not be understood that we advocate the holding of a Synod merely for 
the purpose of suggesting reforms and modifications in our ritual and other reli- 
gious observances, Far from it. No Synod is required to break down ancient 
landmarks, but rather to build up, to preserve, to infuse fresh life into withered 
branches. Means must be suggested by which those members who, misled by the 
spirit of worldliness, have become strangers to an observant Jewish life, may be 
brought back and awakened to a sense of the spiritual beauties of our faith. In 
one word, weapons must be provided wherewith we might successfully fight the 
most potent of all foes arrayed in opposition to the influence of religion, viz., 
indifferent worldliness. Let this be done either by a eareful cultivation of an 
appropriate literature or by providing additional and linproved pulpit instruction, 
or by the establishing of higher Classes for religious knowledge.” It will be seen 
from the words above quoted that the Jewish Herald drifts away from the main 


idea of the articles in the Chronicle—the abolishing of unnecessary observances 
and forms, and the adaptation of necessary forms and ceremonies to modern ideas 


and times, There are many in the Colonies who agree with you that Judaism is 
drifting into a very dangerous condition, and that something must be done to keep 
us united in regard to the strict observances of our religious duties. The thanks 
of the Jewish community throughout the Empire are due to the Jewish Chronicle 
for bringing this question so prominently forward, and it is to be hoped that, now 
the matter has been so far made public , the leading men of our faith will take 
action and that good results will follow. The Jews of Australia will sce that they 
are represented, in whatever manner the movement in England comes to an issue, 
and they will only be too delighted to co-operate with their home brethren in 
promoting the best interests of Judaisin.

worthy to be followed by members of the Christian Churches in ths 
professedly Christian community. The Jews were thrifty and industri 
law-abiding citizens, and although their settlement in Glasgow was within living 
memory, some of them held a high social position ; and many iore in the com 
mercial walks of life were vrespected and esteemed for their lionesty a 
integrity. (Applause.) Jews were to be found now in various parts of Scotlan 
suchas Edinburgh, Greenock, Dumfries, Aberdeen, and even as far north « 
Inverness, It might also be mentioned that, while they carefuly 
looked after their own poor at home, they did not forget their less fortuna 
brethren abroad, among semi-civilised nations. (Applause.) For purposes « 
education and for ameliorating the condition of such as were placed up + 
social inequality on account of their religion, the Anglo-Jewish Association We 
instituted, a flourishing branch of which was in existence in Glasgow. ( Applause,
